"It is to the credit of the railroad Industry that 
"they stand practically alone as the one mode of trans- 
portation that 'pays Its way,' without subsidy, and with- 
out special privilege. 

''in Americi. the bulwark of the free enterprise 
system, this'ts'ever so Important" 

By inference, Mayor Morrison pointed to a very 
important problem. Certainly it is high time that steps 
be taken to assure that any commercial transportation 
agency which uses publicly-bought faculties pay a fair 
price for that privilege. Transportation is an intensely 
competitive enterprise today, and It Is not in the 
■public interest that any of the competitors be either 
penalized or favored.

A Phony Argument 

One allegedly potent argument against the Presi- 
dent's decision to have the Atomic Energy Commission 
contract with a group of private electric companies 
for large quantities of needed power is that the power 
could be bought much more cheaply from TV A. 

Senator Go Id water of Arizona answered this sue* 
cintly in a speech in which tie said: "Any claim to sav- 
ing by purchase from TVA Is fictitious at best If TVA 
paid interest on money it obtains from the Treasury, 
and taxw — local, "State, "and Federal — equivalent to 
those paid by private industry, there would be no sav- 
ing. 1 am sure that no one who has had dealings with 
Government is naive enough to think that, all things 
being equal, a governmental agency could operate a 
business as efficiently as private enterprise." 

In any government-operated .commercial business, 
purely political considerations inevitably influence pol- 
icy — and the bigger the government business concerned, 
the more politics is apt to enter into the operation. 
That in itself makes for waste and inefficiency, no 
matter how able the engineers and other technical per- 
sonnel may be. 

Elsewhere in his talk Senator Goldwater pointed 
out that electricity is the cheapest thing the consumer 
buys. Then he made this memorable statement: I 
cannot forget . . . that if the government controlled 
power, it would have an iron grip on industry and 
even on our domestic life. That is one of the isms I 
do not want the government to have."

him in the back of the head, and 
then lurched downward as another 
blast tort- into his stomach. As he 
fell two .38 caliber, bullets ripped 
into the left, side of his head. 

Two days before his unexpected 
departure .from mortal behavior, 
Diamond, who was .born Frank 
Maritote, also told police that he and 
Gloe had also spoken of "muscling 
In' 1 on some of the building trade 
unions. He: did' not make clear 
whether the trade union deal also 
concerned Antioch. 

"Cherry Nose came to me a little 
while back," the muscular giant of 
a building contractor .told police, 
"He wonted me" to go in with him 
in muscling in on some of the build- 
ing trade unions."

Police speculated that Gloe in- 
tended. relyJng on Diamond's rough 
appearance to help "impress" pros- 
pective clients.- 

Diamond, the would-be Antioch 
businessman, was also questioned 
by police previously In connection 
with the 1953 massacre of Anthony 
Saldino of Island Lake, Wauconda, 
business agent for the Chicago 
Teamster's Union, who was found 
bound) beaten, and shot to death in 
his car near Joltet. y 

Both Diamond, Gioe, and two 
other former Capone gangsters were 
sent to prison in 1844 after being 
convicted of conspiracy for extort 
ing more than $1,000,000 from the 
motion picture. They were pa 
roled in 1947 after serving a third 
of a 10-year sentence. 

A short time before his death 
Gibe, reportedly the manager of the 
big gambling operations of the Ca- 
pone gang, was questioned by Chi- 
cago police after the March gang- 
land slaying of Paul (Needle Noe) 
Labriola and James Weinberg, 
whose bodies were found stuffed 
into the trunk of a car. 

After Diamond's and Glee's mur- 
ders brought to light their alleged 
plans to launch operations in the 
Antioch area, the proposed housing 
project and new stores became the 
subject of widespread conversation 
in the community.

He told me he 
would put me out of {business' and 
out of the picture unless, I joined 
his clerk's union, 'If you, don't, 
we'll set up a picket line and help 
close you up,' Dalgaard, said -Jerko 
told him.
